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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 18, in Figure 1 1 of Badeau et 
al., the left hand side is the inlet side of the particulate filter because of the direction of an exhaust gas flow (24). And as clearly shown in 
this figure, the entire two outermost cells of the peripheral area of the inlet side is blocked. 

Regarding claim 1, the purpose of Kuwamoto et al. is the same as that of the pending application. As noted by applicant, Kuwamoto et 
al. block the outer peripheral area of the filter to prevent a quantity of soot accumulated at the peripheral area and thus, insufficient 
combustion of the accumulated soot at the peripheral area is prevented. Because of this, all of the soot must flow into the center region of 
the filter in Kuwamoto et al., where a temperature is high enough to combust all of the soot. Consequently, all of the soot flowing into the 
filter in Kuwamoto et al. is combusted. In other words, a performance of the filter is improved and a temperature distribution of the filter is 
obviously increased evenly during regeneration of the filter. 
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
